Strike clouds over the textile in- 
dustry darkened Wednesday in spite 
of an order from President Roosevelt 
cutting the eotton garment workers’ 
week to 36 hours without a wage re- 
duction. 

An hour after the ordJer—an amend- 


ment of the cotton garment code, made 
without mention of the strike——Presi- 
dent William Green threw the full 
support of the American Federation of 
Lahor behind the proposed textile 
strike, which may affect plants em- 
ploving 725.000 persons. 

Green also appointed six well-known 
Inbor union leaders to aid and advise 
the strikers, But he said the presi- 
dential order wonld have “a strong 
psychological effect on the cotton tex- 
tile situation.”

Bi-Partisan Group Formed 
For Battle on ‘Radicalism’ 


WASHINGTON, 
The new deal is about to be put un- 
der a powerful, bi-partisan micro- 
scope by an organization announced 
late today as “the American Liberty 
League.” 

Among the founders are the two 
former democratic presidential nomi- 
nees, Alfred E. Smith and John W. 
Davis; the former republican senator 
and now representative from New 
York, James W. Wadsworth; the for- 
mer republican governor of New 
York, Nathan L. Miller, and Irenee 
duPont, who contributed to the Smith 
and Roosevelt campaign funds. 

President Roosevelt was informed 
of the plan a week ago today. His at- 
titude has yet to be stated, but he was 
assumed to be sympathetic with the 
announced purpose of combatting 
“padicalism™ and informing public 
opinion on the issues of the times. 

The president of the league will be 
Jouett Shouse, former chairman of the 
democratic national executive commit- 
tee and later president of the Asso- 
ciation Against the Prohibition 
Amendment. He announced formation 
of the*new corporation, telling of 
plans eventually to have it embrace 
the entire country. 

Asked whether it was to take part 
in political campaigns, he said “not 
at this time.” Beyond that he would 
not go.

EWS WIL HOL 
WORLD CONGRESS 


Held in 1935. 


ne 


GENEVA, Aug. 22.—(/)—The com- 
mission for organization of the pro- 
posed world Jewish congress tonight 
voted unanimously to convoke the 
congress for August, 1935, at Geneva. 

The commission accepted conditions 
laid down by the American delegates 


to the effect that election of delegates | 
to the congress shall be thoroughly | 
democratic. 

Hence American members of the 
commission, including Rabbi Stephen 
S. Wise, of New Yerk, abandoned 
their opposition to calling the con- 
gress next year and voted in favor of 
the motion. 

The commission will report tomor- 
row to the final plenary session of 
the world conference of Jews, meeting 
here, which will then vote upon is- 
suing formal convocations for the 
congress. 

The American members of the com- 
mission had vigorously opposed set- 
ting the world assembly for 1935, de- 
manding as the price of their favor- 
able votes assurances that the dele- 
gates would not be hand-picked but 
would be truly representative of all 


sections of Jewry. 

The commission for 
will report back to the plenary session 
of the world Jewish conference at to- 
morrow’s meeting. Leaders indicated 
they expected a long discussion of the 
proposal to call the congress in 1935, 
preliminary to its adoption or rejec- 
tion. 

American delegates, including Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise, of New York, were 
hopeful that if the. conference does 
convoke the congress it would do so 
without setting a definite date. The 


action of the organization committee, | 


however, preciuded this. 
Wise Withholds Comment. 

Rabbi Wise declined as the session 
adjourned around midnight to make 
a statement concerning his opposition 
to calling the world conference, but 
it was understood he felt the time 
would not be ripe as early as next 
year.

The 43 convicts were taken from 
their cells here at an early hour Sun- 
day morning and placed in barred 
railway coaches for the trip to San 
Francisco. Arrived at the California 
city the two special coaches were run 
onto a barge and secretly taken to 
Alcatraz island, where the prison 1s 
located. They were guarded by 25 
heavily armed officers and the train 
was sent over a circuitous route by 
Warden James A. Johnston.

Roper said he had found that peo- 
ple were dividing the Roosevelt pro- 
gram into three divisions—relief, re- 
covery and reform. 

“No one disputes the necessity for 
relief expenditures, though some may 
a methods of administering,” he 
said.

BANDIT MANAUNT 
TURNS FROM SEA 


Brooklyn Police See Hope 
of Capture in Possible 
Gang Dissension. 


BROOKLYN, N. Y., Aug. 22.—() 
Convinced that a dispute over spoils 
in the $427,000 armored car holdup 
will ultimately lead to a “break” in 
the case, police tonight suddenly 
shifted one of the greatest manhunts 
in the history of the nation from the 


sea to land. 

“We always like a big party, rather 
than a restricted affair,” said Assist- 
ant Chief Inspector John J. Sullivan, 
commenting on the holdup executed by 
at least a dozen thieves with amazing 
precision. 

“There always is more hope of a 
roundup when a large number figure 
in a crime. There's more chance of 
a row among themselves over the loot 
and then somebody is likely to start 
talking.” 

Indications that the department of 
justice would aid in the manhunt 
came when Frank Fay, chief of the 
bureau of investigation, called on In- 
spector Sullivan at headquarters. 
They went into immediate confer- 
ence, both declining to state the pur- 
pose of the meeting. At Washington 
it was said Fay’s visit was “rou- 
tine” and not connected with the 
holdup. 

The unexpected shift of the search 


from sea to land was occasioned by 


an order that all squad and detective 
cars immediately communicate with 
precincts and district officers. 

Until the order came the search had 
been concentrated at sea, where boats 
and airplanes had been patrolling for 
the cabin cruiser and speedboat in 
which the holdup men escaped with 
the greatest amount of cash. ever 
seized in a robbery. 

Secret orders. it .was learned un- 
officially at police headquarters, were 
transmitted to the fleet of over 600 
wireless cars. It was said the or- 
ders were given by telephone because 
of the fear that the third automo- 
bile used in the holdup, and not yet 
recovered, was equipped with wireless 
apparatus. 

The shift came after the hunt for 
the mystery boat Popeye, reported 
to have been seen at the foot of Bay 
35th street, where.the robbers* em- 
barked after holding up the armored 
car in front of the Rubel Ice Com- 
pany plant, ended. However, police 
continued a careful watch of the 
waterfront.

REPTILIA SQUAMATA. 

_ Our latinized name for the group 
including both lizards and snakes sim: 
ply indicates that the animals in 
question are scaly. There is a fur- 
ther division of this group into two 
smaller groups, known as the Ophidia 
or Serpentes, according to the author- 
ity, and the Sauria or Lacertilia, be- 
ing the snakes and lizards, respec- 
tivelr. 

There was once a humorist who 
wrote a series of sketches entitled, 
“How To Tell Your Friends From 
the Apes.” I feel very much in the 
same mood when [ start in to explain 
the difference between the snakes and 
certain lizards. The difference, 
thinks my explainee, is obvious, so 
why does this fellow waste my time 
and his telling me how to tell them 
apart? 

That obvious difference led to ac- 
tual scientific confusion for many 
years. As recently as 1849 a Georgia 
lizard was included in a list of the 
snakes of the state. That animal is 
still known locally as the glass snake 
or jointed snake, and I have had peo- 
ple give me the lie when I stated 
flatly that the animal was a lizard 
and utterly harmless. This, friends, 
‘despite the moveable eyelids, the 
scales on the underside of the body 
being like those of the back, the ear- 
Opening, and. a dozen other differ- 
ences that could be cited were they 
| not internal ones. Simply because 
the animal is without legs does not 
,jmean that it is a snake, for we have 


lizards in all stages of leg degenera- 
tion, such as the rare skink, Neoseps 
reynoldsi. of central Florida. And 
pythons, by the way, are less inno- 
cent of legs than are some of the liz- 
ards. No, presence or absence of 
limbs does not separate the lizard 
from the snake by any means. 


However, at the present writing, 
there is known only the one species 
of lizard that can be confused with 
snakes in Georgia. There are six spe- 
cies of lizards in this state, all of 
which have been described in this 
column at one time or other. Instead 
of giving you more about these spe- 
cies, I am going to take the families 
they represent and give you a broad 
view of their affiliations. The fifty- 
odd species of snakes I have recorded 
in Georgia will be treated not one by 
one but group by group, showing their 
relationships and value to man. 

Every group of animal, I believe, 
has been studied in the light of its 
value to us as humans, but the rep- 
tiles have had the least attention. 
Let’s not regard them longer as ani- 
mal accidents.

The history of Guernsey cattle is 
interesting. They were the old Nor- 
mandy cattle, brought into the chan- 
nel islands of Guernsey and Jersey 
by the monks of the ninth century. 

The Jersey owners bred for a fawn 
colored animal, they being much in 
demand by the estates of England. 
The Guernsey islanders bred for the 
animal we know today. It was «in 
this manner that was developed the 
vellow fat which indicates vitamin D. 
The old islanders thus bred for a vita- 
min long before it was known such 
things existed. 

The old Normandy strain crops out 
yet. A patch of brindle or a cow which 
is almost completely brindle appears 
now and then, dating back to the 
ninth century when the brindle Nor- 
mandy cattle were brought to the 
small channel islands. Guernsey is 
not as large as Fulton county and 
today in America there are at least 
four counties which contain more 
Guernsey cattle than the whole of 
Guernsey.

Cellini’s life, in half a hundred in- 
stances, was an amazing illustration 
of the theory that when the tide of a 
man’s luck is running, nothing can 
stop it. 

There was the matter of the lady, 
the thief and the faithful dog, which 
if it had gone a little differently 


might well have landed Cellini in the 
dungeons of St. Angelo.
